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-Miners Wanted- 

Ask Former Coal Miners For Aid 


Labor Minister Mitchell appealed Sunday night to employers in 
Western (Canada to grant leave of absence from their jobs to any 
former coal, miners, enabling the miners to help relieve a coal shortage 
caused by tremendously increased demand for the fuel. 

A departmental announcement said the coal shortage constituted 
a “national emergency.” It said due to growth of war industries and 
army and air force camps the demand for coal had increased tremend¬ 
ously and mines previously operated on a seasonal basis now were 
forced to work 12 months a year. This had created “a severe shortage 
of skilled miners.” 

The announcement said Mr. Mitchell, in collaboration with the 
four western provincial governments, the mine operators and the 
representatives of the miners, is appealing to the mayors of Western 
Canada and to all employers situated between the head of the Great 
Lakes and Vancouver to canvass their employees to see if there are 
any skilled coal miners among them. 

The appeal is issued regardless of the essentiality of the industries, 
the announcement said. 

The mayors and employers are asked to grant leave of absence 
from their jobs, with protection of their seniority and pension rights, 
to ex-coal miners. The government will pay transportation costs to 
the job and return fare after 30 days’ work, to skilled men willing to 
return to the mines, the department said. 

The statement continued: “Wages will be those negotiated by 
employees’ organization and approved by the national war labor 
board for the various coal fields. Volunteers are asked to contact the 
nearest, employment and selective service office, or regional super¬ 
intendents, national selective service, in Winnipeg or Vancouver.

Coleman’s flourishing dry clean¬ 
ing plant has become a victim of 
wartime conditions. On Saturday 
it is scheduled to close its doors 
for the duration. 

This announcement was made by 
Manager George Homulos on Tues¬ 
day morning and an announcement 
to that effect is carried in an 
advertisement elsewhere in this 
issue. 

The local plant is owned and 
operated by Ironside & Park, Dry 
Cleaners, of Lethbridge. Since the 
departure of the former flocall 
manager, Bert Collier, the Leth¬ 
bridge plant has (been operating 
with a man shortage as Mr. Homiu- 
los, who had been with the city 
plant since 1926, was sent here 
to manage the local plant. 

Business at the city plant has in¬ 
creased and it .has been necessary 
to enlarge the premises making 
the labor shortage more acute 
than ever. Efforts to sell the local 
plant seem to have 'been futile 
and hence the decision to close on 
Saturday. 

Mrs. Homulos and children will 
leave (Coleman for Lethbridge on 
Monday next. Mr. Park, of Leth¬ 
bridge, will arrive in town on 
Sunday and with Mrs. Homulos 
will attend to final details con¬ 
cerning the local plant and its 
equipment. Mr. Homulos expects 
to leave Coleman during the mid¬ 
dle of next week. 

The latter came here Aug. 29 
following the departure of Bert. 
Collier to New Westminster, who 
had managed the plant almost

President of The Canadian 

Bankers Association Gives 

Forecast 

At the 51st annual meeting of 
The Canadian Bankers Associa¬ 
tions, Charles St. Pierre, president 
of the Association, stated that 
the number of men employed by 
the Canadian chartered 'hanks 
had been decreased by nearly 5,600 
since start of the war, chiefly by 
enlistments in the armed forces. 
Of the male employees of mili¬ 
tary age in September, 1939, over 
5,000 or 35 per cent have enlisted. 
The proportion of women on the 
roster of all employees has jump¬ 
ed from less than 22 .per cent to 
more than 52 per cent. 

“The nation is moving toward 
the channelling of its man and 
woman power more and more to 
the armed forces and war in¬ 
dustry,” he pointed out. “It is 
inevitable that during the next 
few months we shall be impelled 
by national war requirements to 
diminish quite sharply, and in some 
cases to eliminate, certain services 
which have been for many years 
a part of the banking business. 

“It is not possible to fore¬ 
cast just what services will be 
. eliminated, but the public can be 
sure that whatever is done will 
result only from pressure of war. 
We shall look forward to the day 
when, with this world conflict hap¬ 
pily ended, our full services to 
the pUhlic may be restored.” 

“The role of the chartered banks 
is to serve the public and the 
government, to help in every 
phase of war finance, to aid the 
nation defeat inflation, to facili¬ 
tate the ordinary requirements of 
business, to stand ready at all 
times to meet any demands of 
depositors, and thus to contribute 
their utmost to sustaining the 
high confidence, the morale and 
the courage of the people of Can¬ 
ada. This, I submit, the chartered 
banks of (Canada have done and 
are doing patriotically and well.”

Bonds Regarded 
As A Trust 


From many sources has come a plea to pur¬ 
chasers of these bonds to regard them as a 
wartime trust and to retain them except in 
cases of extreme necessity. There are in¬ 
stances in which investors have found it hard to maintain the standard 
of self-denial they set for themselves when purchasing their bonds, and 
they have subsequently withdrawn their money. While these bonds may be 
easily transformed into cash when money is urgently needed, investors are 
asked to remember at all times the purpose of the loan, and to refrain 
from cashing in the bonds, at least until the war is won. Not only is it 
important to the war effort that this money be left with the government, 
but it is also to the interest of the investors to leave it there. While every

BOMBING RAIDS 


New York. — Pierre Laval an¬ 
nounced his hope of recruiting a 
French army to fight t|ie Allies and 
warned his countrymen that ' an 
Allied victory would force them “to 
submit to the domination of Commun¬ 
ists and Jews," said Associated Press. 

. In a broadcast speech adhering 
closely to Axis propaganda tenets, he 
said: 

“From what has happened in 
North Africa we have dissevered the 
fate that awaits us tomorrow if 
Roosevelt gets away with it. We 
would have to submit to a domina¬ 
tion of Communists and Jews. ' 

“An entente with Germany is the 
only guarantee for peace in Europe. 
We are again seeking reconciliation 
and entente with Germany.” 

The Vichy dictator then said his 
government would not object to 
formation of “a volunteer legion” to 
defend France, a clear indication of 


the days before my return to power, 
Roosevelt, who already had prepared 
his offensive against our empire, did 
not hesitate to Say that my presence 
at the head of the government would 
affect gravely the relations between 
our countries.

With Daring And Skill They Dispatched A German Sub 


London.—An authoritative source 
said that losses in the Allied convoys 
used for the expedition in French 
North Africa were remarkably small 
despite the enemy's known concentra¬ 
tion of 50 submarines against that 
operation alone. 

His statement was made in pre¬ 
dicting further important naval oper¬ 
ations in the Mediterranean. 

Except for one ship, all vessels in 
the Allied convoys had landed troops 
and material before they were dam¬ 
aged, the informant said. 

Prime Minister Churchill an¬ 
nounced that 13 enemy submarines 
had been sunk off North Africa. 
Others have been reported damaged. 

The informant, who cannot be 
named, said it was indicated that at 
least 30 Axis submarines were be- 
[ tween Gibraltar and Bizerte during 
the passage of the Allied convoys 
and this number later was increased 
to 50. It has been indicated authori¬ 
tatively that 850 surface vessels— 
! warships and merchantmen — took 
part in the vast African expedition. 

Brit sh submarines, he continued, 
are giving the same attention to Axis 
efforts to reinforce the contingents in 
Tunisia as they did to Marshal Rom¬ 
mel's earlier efforts to get supplies 
across the Mediterranean to his forces 
in Egypt. He predicted it would be 
difficult from a supply standpoint for 
the Axis to maintain a foothold in 
Africa. Bengasi, he said, has been 
“immobilized ’ as a supply point, and 
Tripoli, the chief Axis base in Libya, 
“no doubt will be dealt with pretty 
thoroughly by our strong air forces 
which are daily acquiring bases closer 
and closer to that Doint.”

Mem¬ 
ories of this are bound to arise, 
and people far removed from the 
scene and without knowledge of 
the political reasons for Russia’s 
action at that time, are bound to 
question it. 

However this is no reason why 
help should be withheld. Our lead¬ 
ers of the United Nations have 
made it plain that Russia is mak¬ 
ing a gallant stand, which is prov¬ 
ing of great assistance in holding 
Hitler’s armies and thereby add¬ 
ing to the overthrow of his power. 
Our own self-preservation, as well 
I as that of Russia, demands that 
united action be maintained by 
Great Britain, United States, 
China and ether powers to crush 
the military caste in Germany 
who would make slaves of all 
peoples whose countries they have 


The Church and the People 

In a weekly newspaper there ap¬ 
peared a report of a farewell ser¬ 
vice to a minister. The church was 
filled, quite a contrast to the com¬ 
parative few who attended' during 
the years that the minister bad 
served bis parish and congrega¬ 
tion. 

The paper, commenting on the 


big attendance at the farewell, 
pointed out that a more faithful 
attendance and support of the 
minister during the years be had 
served would have been far more 
to the point than turning out in 
such large numbers to bid him 
farewell. Isn’t this condition pre¬ 
valent everywhere, in the cities 
as well as country towns ? 

Yet there is a sign that spiritual 
values are taking a greater hold 
on the people now that a war is 
raging. It is a fact that the help 
of God is sought more in times of 
crisis than when things are run¬ 
ning smoothly. Yet many fail to 
recognize their obligation in this 
regard. We recall one man boast¬ 
ing that the only time he went to 
church was when he was married. 
It wasn’t so very long after that 
one of his children died, and a 
church funeral service was held. 

Too often the services of the 
church and its ministers are ig¬ 
nored, but when ill fortune or 
death comes, it is ever ready to 
spread its mantle of help and 
spiritual comfort. 

Still Allows Plenty 

By order of the Liquor Control 
Board, no permit holder will be 
allowed to buy more than 40 
ounces of liquor per day, a gal¬ 
lon of wine and a quantity of 
beer (amount not stated.) It is 
safe to state that the average 
man seldom bought a bottle a 
day, and if he had a few “bucks” 
on Saturday afternoon after pay¬ 
ing the butcher, the grocer and 
the rent, he was in clover. If his 
thoughts turned to a bottle of 
rye at $5.00, or $7J25 for Scotch, 
that might be the extent of his 
purchase for a whole week, and 
many weeks he wouldn’t even 
buy that, for with present high 
prices the average working man 
isn’t buying liquor, for the simple 
reason that be can’t afford it. 

The Temperance forces are con¬ 
tinually badgering the Federal and 
provincial governments to stop the 
sale of liquor. Each “passes the 
buck,” the reason being that there 
is such an immense revenue de¬ 
rived that if liquor sales were 
abolished, and the bars closed, the 
huge amount now derived from 
excise and license fees would have 
to be made up in additional taxa¬ 
tion, Which Temperance people 
as well as the drinkers would have 
to bear. 

To tell the truth, the liquor 
purchasers pay more in taxation, 
according to the amount of their 
purchases, than is paid on any 
other line of 'goods. It is a source 
of revenue that no government 
is going to cast aside, for even 
now people are squawking over 
the addiitioanl burdens of taxation. 
Pile on several more millions by 
abolishing the sale of liquor, and 
see how popular the Temperance 
forces would become. 

Besides, you can’t legislate 
people into not drinking intoxi¬ 
cating liquor by Prohibition. There 
is something inherent in man that 
he wants something at times to 
relieve the tension of the daily 
grind. Tea or coffee will not suf¬ 
fice, neither will a glass of milk. 
It is this urge for a drink of 
whiskey or rum that, if Prohibition

were in force, promotes illicit dis¬ 
tilling and bootlegging. Canada's 
experience of Prohibition following 
the last war was that far more 
crimes were committed, particu¬ 
larly along the International bor¬ 
der, than ever before. Hi-jacking 
was a common experience, shots 
were exchanged and at times 
someone iwas killed. Keep govern¬ 
ment control by all means, but as 
for Prohibition, judged from the 
record, it creates far more evil 
and crime than under the control 
' system. 

We Must Be Careful 

The director of censorship in¬ 
forms newspapers that items on 
arrival or departure of members 
of the armed forces, even when 
mentioning visits to their homes, 
and the areas where they are 
located, are liable to be of use 
to the enemy. Items such as these 
are watched (by enemy agents, 
though the ordinary person may 
think that this is exaggeration. 

For instance, innocently enough, 
a relative or friend may bring 
an item to a newspaper stating 
that a son or brother is home op 
embarkation leave, and that he 
expected to sail from an eastern 
port. Such information, possibly 
published in other newspapers con¬ 
cerning men in their home towns, 
will naturally convey 'the inkling 
that there is to be a convoy 
leaving. Enemy agents will be on 
the lookout. Germany is quite 
close to Canada when the speed 
with which messages can be trans¬ 
mitted by radio is considered. 
News time from Canada to Ber¬ 
lin can be measured in minutes. 


When Oberleutnant Hans Peter 
Krug was apprehended after his 
escape from a Canadian prisoner 
of war camp, he admitted to secur¬ 
ity officers that the purpose of 
his escape was to inform the Fa¬ 
therland of the ill-treatment ac¬ 
corded German prisoners in Can¬ 
ada, including the shooting of 
officers and N.C.O.’s. He iwas fully 
aware that the authorities knew 
his story of shootings and ill- 
treatment was untrue but that 
did not perturb Krug. He was re¬ 
morseful that his little plan had 
not worked. For security officers 
—knowing full well that, had it 
worked, British prisoners in Ger¬ 
many iwould have paid the bill— 
were careful to keep this false 
story of shootings and ill-treat¬ 
ment very much to themselves. 

Weeks later, Krug appeared as 
a witness in the trial of a German- 
American who had befriended him 
and who had Ibeen arrested by the 
F.B.I. 

Oberleutnant Krug had his 
chance! He unhesitatingly squeal¬ 
ed on the man who befriended 
him but, at the same time, be 
igave his little song and dance 
about iti-treatment of German 
prisoners, including the shooting of 
German officers. The press of 
Canada and that of United States 
rose to the bait by publishing 
his untrue story and thereby made 
possible the handing of this story 
to the Gestapo. 

Oberleutnant Krug’s disappoint¬ 
ment was short-lived. Where he 
had failed before he now suc¬ 
ceeded through the aid of the 
Press. The enemy is murdering 
hostages in the occupied countries. 
This false item did little service 
to the victims. Once Krug had 
succeeded in getting his story 
published in a Canadian or United 
States newspaper he had accom¬ 
plished his object. 

Canadian Nutrition Program 

The maintenance of Canadian 
health and morale is vital particu¬ 
larly during wartime when the 
utmost energy is required to keep 
up the pace of wartime industry. 
It also applies to those not actual¬ 
ly working in factories producing 
munitions. In Britain where strict 
rationing of food has been in force 
for nearly three years, the health 
of the people is better than in 
peace times, due to the study of 
finding which foods are thet most 
nutritious. 

This policy is getting under 
way in Canada, and a national 
program is being perpared. Stores 
selling foodstuffs are being urged 
to advertise those articles which 
will give the best food values. 

Employers in Britain have be¬ 
come so impressed with the value 
•of seeing that their employees 
are sufficiently nourished, result¬ 
ing in the reduction of absentee¬ 
ism through various ills, that many 
factories and large stores have 
provided canteens at which nu¬ 
tritious lunches are provided. 
When the entire resources of a 
nation are required to waige 
total war, the maintenance of good 
health is all important. That is 
the reason the Canadian Nutrition 
Program is to be launched, and 
it will receive wide support. This is 
an important national job. 

Cancer Diagnosis Is Free 

Mlany people who have symp¬ 
toms of cancer do not know of 
the service that is being rendered 
under the direction of Dr. G. H. 
Malcolmson, Edmonton. The ser¬ 
vice is free. Any person suspect¬ 
ing symptoms of cancer should 
apply immediately to his local 
doctor, who will fill out the neces¬ 
sary forms, then the patient can 
enter the diagnostic clinic of the 
provincial government for an ex¬ 
amination. This is a matter of 
saving lives, because if cancer can 
be caught early enough it can be 
cured. In one clinic held one day 
in Edmonton out of 32 cases of 
diagnostic cancer, 29 were definite¬ 
ly curable, stated Dr. Malcolmson.

Infantry Still Vital 


A correspondent telling of his 
experiences in witnessing army 
maneouvres in Britain, states: 

Chief function of an armoured 
division is to slash through enemy 
defences, penetrating and consoli¬ 
dating ground by means of tanks, 
armoured cars and motorized in¬ 
fantry. 

In a classic attack, it would fol¬ 
low the heavy tanks of an Army 
Tank Brigade in the intial break¬ 
through, then rapidly infiltrate and 
pave the way for fast-moving in¬ 
fantry. 

Such a division has its own sup¬ 
port group of artillery and mo¬ 
torized infantry. It is self-con¬ 
tained, but not intended for static 
warfare or ground consolidation 
other than holding areas until 
regular infantry formations ar¬ 
rive. The ground fighting vehicles 
of an armoured division are ex¬ 
ceptionally powerful and some can 
reach speeds in excess of 60 miles 
per hour. 

One of the chief functions of 
a motor battalion is to find and 
destroy enemy tanks. Equally im-
